SCHOOL KEPOKT. 


The first thing we looked at, as we entered upon our duties, was 
the situation of the schools in this town; ard we came to the unani- 
mous conclusion that the interests of education would be best served 
by letting the schools, as to numbers, remain undisturbed. 

The next thing was so to divide the money as to give all the scho)- 
ars as near an equal chance of schooling as practicable. We were 
very fortunate in finding good teachers at reasonable wages, thus se- 


curing a large amount of good schooling for the money placed at our 
disposal. 


ScHoo.t No. 1.—This schoo] had two terms of nine and ten weeks, 
both taught by Dora M. Pike, an experienced teacher. Miss P. did 
excellent work, which was aliundantly proved by the closing exer- 
cises of both terms. 

ScHoot No. 2.— Two terms of nine and ten weeks, both in charge 
of Stella M. Baker, an excellent teacher, and a good disciplinarian. 
As might be expected, the closing examination showed good prog- 
ress. 

ScHooL No. 3.—First term of eight weeks was taugnt by Cora F. 

Sabine to the complete satisfaction of teacher, scholars, and school 
board. 

Second term of ten weeks, taught by Stella M. Baker, was very 


pleasant io both teacher and scholars, closing with an excellent ex- 
amination.

ScHoon No. 4.—Two terms of nine and ten weeks, boih taught 
by Cara FE. Sabine, a teacher of large experience in the school room. 
The discipline of the school was excellent, and progress fine. The 
closing exercises were highly enjoyed by all present.

Gunuison. This was her first school; but she succeeded finely in 
every respect, as shown by the examination at the close of the term. 
If Miss G. continues teaching she will make « first-class teacher. 

The winter term of ten weeks was taught by O. F. Young. This 
was his first attempt at teaching; but the school showed marked im- 
provement as we visited it af its close.
